1« Sonreo^ a high ftmctlonary of the illegal Hungarian Christian 
Socialist Part 7 , recelTed an order frooi Party leaders to go abroad and aake 
contact with the Astern deoocracies* He states that an atteopt was made on 
20 September 1950 to make contact with Um French Embassy in Budapest but 
only in a cultural connection* Source himself visited the Embassy and re- 
quested contact with the University of Strassbourg, France (ceorter of European 
ycaith and the idea of a united Europe). The Cultural Section of the Smbasey 
advised him that the diplomatic courier could be placed at hia disposal* At 
about the same time, the movement decided to drop this idea and make actual 
connections instead with political personages abroad* In October 1950, Party 
leaders authoxized source to leave the country and make the desired contacts* 
Source wound up his private affairs, visited organizations in various parts 
of Hungary and prepared for escape. 

After the leaders of the Christian Socialist Party had decided to make 
contact with the Vfest, source was sent to Austria with the mission of getting 
In touch with the US forces there. He was instructed by leaders of the move- 
ment to contact the US Uilitary Police in Viemut where be would receive addition- 
al information. He was also furnished with several addresses by Party leaders 
in Budapest of persons to be visited and informed of his mission abroad, as 
follows:

Background on Source: Student of the Hungarian Military Academy from 

4 Oct 1943 - 15 Mar 1945* The Acadeny eas situated in Budapest until 10 Jan 
1945 «hen it aas removed to Dresden because of the Red Amy's presence near 
Budapest* Souroe spent the period 15 Apr 1945 - 2S Oct 1945 as PW in canps 
In Schoenthal, Rudensheim and Heideshelm^ Germai^ and Chalon--sur-*Uame^ Romilly 
and Uallecaiqp» France* He was r^ striated in October 1945 to Hungary and began 
studies in Februaiy 1946 at the University's School of Philosophy in Budapest. 
In September 1949, Source aiitchad to the School of Theology because of differ- 
ences with Ceramists in the School of Philosophy. In addition, the content 
of the latter courses had bean changed to Include larger elements of Marxism, 
Leninism and Stalinism* 

2. Source and a friend (HSRCABG, Taoas, VRB-2463) traveled twice to 
Koeszeg (16333-4723N), about 2 km from the border, to observe the terrain and 
possibilities for escape* Source's friend was authorized to visit the border 
area as an employee of the State Periodical's Coxporatlon (FOLTDIRAT KIADO NV). 
Both men decidsd that the best route leads from a hill about 400 meters high 
in the area where the forest begins. During their sojov ^ at Koeszagi Sources 
obtained definite information that a Battalion Headquarters of the A70 border 
guards is located there; the battalion consists of apprcoOmately 700 personnel* 
A second battalion headf^arters of these border troops is located at 

Hetf orrae ( 1628S-4" 23N ) * 

On 9 Apr 1951 at about 1430 hours, both men cautiously approached the 
border through the wooded area* At about 1615 hours, they reached the border 
fence, cut the wire and crossed to Austrian soil without any difficulty* At 
approximately 1700 hours, th^ arrived at the village of Rattersdorf* They 
attempted to cross a bridge there but sighted an Austrian gendarme and then 
returned to the village vhere they hid in the local church until sundown* They 
crossed the Gyoengyoes stream at about 1900 hours and proceeded on foot in a 
northwest direotioo, arriving at the village Oberlolsdorf at about 2200 hours 
of the same day« They secured some food in a nearby farmhouse and were 
directed to the local Catholic priest, idio gave tham 40 schillings and some 
instructior-' cn the route to take. They left iazaediately in ths direction of 
Steinberg village, arriving there on 10 April 1951 at about 0100 hours; they 
remained uzxtil 0400 hours and than travelled by bus to Vienna, reaching the 
city at 0800 hours* They rode the 'F' streetcar from the 1st District to the 
'Ahehringer Guertel and went to the Rothschild Hospital. An unknom man at 
the Hospital glided the men to the Vienna Refugea Section* 

3. Accordic^ to a governtmt regulation issued at the beginning of 1951, 
all students at a University level are to receive military training two days 

a week (also Includes female students). Saeh sessim comprises four hours of 
training by military instructors. According to the regulation, personnel are 
trained <hu*ing summer vacations in special six and eight week military courses* 
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upon eoaqpletion of studios, students are autooatically appointed officers 
in the Hungarian Anajr; they receive service credits for this training and are 
not required to fulfill the customary eompulsorjr service* Students are 
assigned for trainli\g in one of the military branches by recruiting ccosais- 
sions upon enrollaent it a university or collie. 

All other personnel are trained in S2ABADSAGHAHCZ0S0K SZ0EVBT3EGE or 
directly by the Coomainist Party. Both organisations train their msobers in 
para-ttllltary style. In addition to the SZABADSAGHAHCZOSOK SZOEVETSEGB, there 
exists in Hungary a special '♦guerilla** group called "Partlaanok"# Members 
are trained In various training camps all over the country; th^ do not belong 
to the Army but have their own eoamand as an independent organization* Per- 
sonnel of this unit do not participate in ecopulsory military training or 
refresher courses but receive special guerilla training. However, there is 
apparently close cooperation between these units and the armed forces, since 
Source states that officers from both may often be observed in coonon activities* 

Guerillas are dressed in khaki-colored unifoms, similar to US Axny uni- 
fonns; jackets are of the sane type with open collar and shoulderboards. Caps 
are similar to those worn in the Hungarian Army but have a red star instead of 
the State Insignia on the front* To Source's knowledge, guerilla units may be 
considered the most loyal to the Ked cause in Hungary, being directed by and 
under direct jurisdiction of the Russian UVD* In this connection, mmnbers of 
the guerilla groups have the right to supervise the State Security Service and 
all Party or affiliated organizations. These personnel do not wear any 
insignia of rank or unit sinoe it is a secret organization. Information con- 
cerning their activities is difficult to obtain since they apparently comprise 
a hard core of reliable Coauninists. For these reasons, Source lacks specific 
information on guerilla organization In Hungary; both its top leaders and 
system of organization are Russian* Unknomi factors are conplicated by the 
fact that the guerilla members themselves are not familiar ?dth organizational 
details. Uembers are anparently chosen from the most compromised, criminal 
elements in order to preclude any possibility of treason or desertion to the 
West. The designation "guerillas'* probably expresses their real purpose and 
the similarity of their unlfonns to the US unifom has developed moors that 
these units are slated for guerilla action in the enemy rear* 

Above information ooncemijag the Hungarian guerilla units was obtained 
from friends of Guerilla Lt. Colonel CZAPP, Lajos, resident at UAHDOK 
(2142E-4820!I), Uandok DisTTfet, Szabolcs Region. This individual is a fbrner 
bricklayer and thoroughly indoctrinated Communist assigned to confidential 
missions; he travels constantly to the regional headquarters at Nylregyhaza 
(214>£-/^757N)* Source visited his mother often at Mandok and therefore had 
tha opportunity to gather information about guerilla organization through 
contacts there. 

4* Source knows of the following personalities: 
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Dr* KHDSLX^ Fcrencz^ former high school professor and convinced Cofsraunlsti 
presexA. Minister of Agriculture and chairman of the National Farmers' Party 
(MiSUZETI PAivAS^ PART); the Latter post was held by VSRKSS, Peter until 1949* 
Dr. SHDSLf is In charge of the farm collectivization program. 

KISSj Imre, official of the Planning Office, Section of Agricultural 
Associates. 



DAH7AS, Jozsei', foraer teacher and poet on a small scale, present head of 
the Ministry of Culture (well known to the Source). According to Source, 

DAHVAS was still anti-Communist in 1947 and a leading figure of the National 
Famers* Party at that time; Source definitely recalls that DARVAS ordered 
his colleagues to fight the Coomunlsts at the time. He was selected for the 
Culture post by the Communist leaders as a prominent Protestant idio would 
ellAlnate the Influence of the Roman Catholic Church. DAH7AS took the first 
steps toward rooting out the Catholic Influence in the schools and also began 
the harassment of the priests. Source believes that he turned Cocmaimist to 
further his personal ambitions. 

REVAl^. Joeeef , Ulnlster for Public Enlightenment (HEnOJETELESI MINISZTfiR), 
as sn ideological functionary of the Hungarian Central Communist Party in 
Hungary. 

G2R0S, Srooe, Minister without Portfolio and member of the Academy of 
Science (TUXMAN70S AKAD£2£IA); rated as Communist No. 1 and the most reliable 
adherent of the MOSKVA^ ALIN-LENIN line. Communist No. 2 is GABOR, Peter, 
general of the AVO; General FARKAS, Mihaly, Minister for Home Defense, is 
considered as Communist No. 3 end participated in the Spanish Civil %r against 
FRANCO; by standards of reliability, the present Prime Minister, RAKOSI, 

Matyas, is merely rated No. 4 Cooounist. He is also the secretary general of 
the Central Coonimist Party; In addition, there are three assistant secretaries 
general, namely GEROE, FARKAS and HEVAY, Jozsef. The latter individual is 
considered Communist No. 5* 



The official name of the Hungarian Communist Party is the Hungarian 
Workers' Party (MAGYAR DOIGOZOK PARTJA). 



In connection with his experiences at the University, Source provides the 
follovdng information: Instruction in the School of Philosophy has been aligned 
with the dialectical materialism of LENIN and STALIN by orders of the Party in 
MOSKVA; philosophy^ as such, is no longer taught. Even Marxism is currently 
considered as Right-wing Socialism and persecuted accordingly. Source states 
that. a great scarcity of infbmed teachers of dialectical materialism exists 
in Hungary. The most reliable follower of the Party line in this regard is a 
certain Professor FOGARASI (fnu), a*io is the sole teacher of the subject on 
the Philosophical faculty of Bud^est University. Since 1949, all other Schools 
of Philosophy at Debreczen (2138E-4732N), Szeged (2010E-4615N) and Pecs 
(I8I5E-46O6N) have been abolished. Another known Communist educator is 
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ProteaBOT^S2MM (tm), i^o teachea sociology; he is a foroar Social Deinoerat. 

A Professor UUICACS (fnu) teaches esthetics at the Budapest School of Philosophy 
but is not consider^ q^te raliable by Cconunist leaders since he belongs to 
the Coouaunlst period of 1919. 

Tmo hours seekly on dialectical materialisa (STALIN and LOHN brand) is 
scheduled for all Institutions at university leyel as the most yital part of 
the eurrictduB« 

Coaunnist indoctrination is carried out by terroristic methods* People 
dread the future since they are unable to make plans but must live from day 
to day* According to Source, the Hungarian working class are strongest in 
their reseiitaeiit against the goNrezment and the Communists* Points of con- 
tent ion are the large salazy deductions and the so-called >*peaee loans”* 
tferkars blaae the present regime for the bad economic situation*

The Christian Socialiat Party eae eetabliahed in the fall of 1945 hut 
aol^ vdthlxi a limited oirele* Ae an illegal ozganitatlon, the Party does not 
cptmlj participate in Hungarian political life. An attitude of caution was 
taken by leading persona 11 ties of the Party from the beginning. This was 
because they believed that the Soviet element peniitted the developaeat of ail 
political factions in Hungary after 1945 in order to discover their programs 
and their leading personnel and allies. Such tactics would make it easier to 
crush the dissidents later. 

An increase In Party strength dates fxom September 1950. The group has 
not aeknoidedged the present Hungarian government since 1949, Inasmuch as the 
regime came into power with the help of the Soviet element in defiance of inter* 
national law. The Party recognizes the Astern democracies as true democratic 
structures; it regards the Soviet fozm of government and the People's Demooracies 
as totalitarian structures. It considers the Soviets as the natl<Hi's enemy and 
the Soviet occupation forces as hostile forces; the US, Great Britain and France 
are regarded as friends. 

The present Party's program and ideas have little resemblance to those of 
the fomer party of the saas name (before 1945)> but are generally similar to 
those of Socialist parties in the 'itest. Their goal is to obtain a balanced 
state on the social, political and economic planes i4ilch can be tied in with 
the ecoDomie plana of ths ?4»st* 

PARTT ABg ; The Christian Socialist Party in Hungary considers the programs 
of the Eastern People's Democracies, the former National Socialist Party and 
the Social Democratic Parties as false and not actually Socialist. In general, 
they agree with the economic, legal and political forms prevalent in the US and 
the other ifosteni democracies. They hope to develop the country's cultural 
life in order to combat the insidious ^read of the Conummist idea. 

As a chief functionary and leading member of the Party, Source was author* 
ized by the Party's leader to emigrate to the ’Afest and make contact with leading 
political personalities of the democracies (no written authorization was provided 
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because of the danger involyed in crossing the border). He was also Instructed 
to establish affiliated groups in those centers haring Hungarian colonies and 
to D rep are a world Dovement of Christian Socialists » making known the social 
ano cultural program of the Party. 

The present program of the Party within Hungary is of a preparatoiT char- 
acter leading toward the day when the Communist rule will be orerthrom. The 
main consideration is a strong political organization which will be able to take 
orer and unite the country when that time cooes* It is the aim of the Party's 
leaders to make the group one of the leading political factions in the future. 
Therefore, its intention is to unite all those Hungarians living abroad in a 
consolidated effort to overthrow Comunism. In accordance vdth the desires of 
Party leaders, no support for its activities has been accepted in the past or 
at present, eithsr at home or abroad. The leaders themselves serve without 
pay or reward, and members do not pay any contributions. At present, the Party 
does not have any open contacts with the Roman Catholic Church in Hungary since 
this would obviously lead to additional persecution of that body. However, 
the Party actively sxipports all Hungarian churches as an important factor in 
the open resistance to the present government; such aid is not financial since 
the Party does not own any property* 

Party membership numbers approximately 20,000 persons: About 7000 workers 

and about 5000 of the intellectual class have been organized at Budapest; in 
addition, workers in about four of the largest factories at Budapest and Debreczen 
(4732 - 2133) have been organized. Working groups are no longer Interested in 
the Coominist or Social Democratic Parties since the leaders of these Parties 
havd already disappointed them in the past. 

Source gives the following outline of the Christian Socialist Party's 
organization (he claims to be authorized to furnish coaplete info xmat ion) :

The personnel above (ideological line) are inactive at present because of 
their positions* They are active, however, in the ideological educati<m of 
proealnent Party officials. Source himself was educated and prepared for hie 
miaalon by almost all of the personalities mentioned. 

Strength: As mentioned previously, there are presently 20,000 members organized 

in Hungary* Source definitely states that the intellectuals* group at 
Budapest numbers 5000 members under the leadership of BALAZSI, Bela and

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Due to its illegal character, the Party Mas necessarily eoinpelled to 
organize Boobera with caution ana therefore decided on a "cell'* system with 
5 fflfifflbers in each cell. Each cell has a leader; tnelve of these 5H&ember 
cells are subordinated to a special leader* One such 60-aember group is con- 
si (te red as a basic unit of the organization. Group leaders who control more 
than 100 members are in direct contact with the local Party chainnan and the 
ideological functionaries; manbers are not acquainted with one another for 
security reasons. Recruiting of new members is carefully carried out md 
potential candidates who are not Intioately known to their fellow mrkers are 
not even considered* Caution is a primary rule and members are constantly 
reminded of it. Even moabers living together are not known to one another* 
Among the general membership, lase tings are conducted only on the level of the 
5-oan cell. The leaders of these 5-Ban cells conduct meetings under ihe 
chaimanshlp of the 60-man group leader. In turn, the latter group leaders 
are Instructed by the ideological functionaries of the Party. All orders are 
sent by personal messenger, two messengers always being sent for reasons of 
security. Uessages are never written but rendsrcki orally. The system just 
described was utilized for the organization of the intellectuals sectioii of 
the Party and was formulated by CSI211ADIA, Zoltan* The system of oxganizatlon 
for woricers is similar but this group has only been organized since the fall of 
1950* 



In accordance with a signed agreement between the Hungarian government and 
the churches, members of the clergy do not belcMig to the Party. However, lead- 
ing personalities of the Roman Catholic Church know about this organization 
and support its activities* The heads of the Party have decided that the 
clergy will be admitted to manbership after the Coaminist regime is overthrown* 
They are scheduled for an active part in the leadership of the Party, 

A large number of fonaer Hungarian officers, discharged after 1945 &a 
unreliable and now mainly employed as workers, are included ammig the worker 
membership. Present Party membership does not include any persconel of the 
State Secuiity Service, Border Guards, Amy or police; the aole exception in 
this category is one .VD in the Hungarian Air Force. 

The greater part of the msohership ranges from 20*50 years in age; about 
20i of the whole are lS-25 years of age. The Party's general rule in recruit- 
ing Is that only those persona may be solicited who were never members of the 
Communist Party, the Hungarian Arrow Cross Party and the Social Democratic 
Party. Party leaders desire a strong organization without any compromised 
personnel of fonaer dubious connections. 

Ideas of i^stem culture are disseminated among the members who comprise 
persons with strong leanings toward the itestem democracies. Party leaders 
are an educated group who are familiar with the Abst, either through residence 
abroad or experience as P'vto. 
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MUXTARI OiCANIZAiriy? ; Party forces include a Security Service with the 
designation 't«ITE GUARD (FEHER GARDA), cojiuaanded by KELEJTY, Bela, assistant 
ccflunandere RABAI, Ferencs and UOIHAR, Andr^« VHITE GUARD units are located 
all over tfie country. The firaT unit was established in 1949 at Papa,* all 
nmdoers of this latter unit are in the SZABADSAGKARCZ060K SZ0E7STSBGB, where 
they have received weapons training and are amed with weapons obtained from 
this organization. This unit has 60 members (its cotomander is knowi to 
CSiaiADIA, Zoltan). A WITB GUARD group located in the Boer zsoeny mountains 
area, headquarters at Kismaros, are in possession of grenades, sub-machine guns 
and pistols of old Hungarian and German type; these weapons were hidden at the 
end of ^rld Her II and are presently concealed on the fam of Conuander 
AIJCASS T, Andras at Kismaros (this indiyidual is well known to the Source). The 
gro^ has aSoul 200 members and includes '/RTTE GUARD units assl^ed to it from 
Budapest. The unit Balaton ( ) - Siofok has about 50 members; its 

coeounder is known to CSIZUADIA, Zoltan, HOVAN, Laazlo and The 

unit at Duna ( ) - Tisza Koez ( ) are outfitted with 

rifles, pistols, sub-«achine gvsvs and 3 anti»tank cannon with a great deal of 
aaoBmition; weapons are partly Geman and partly Hungarian t^es. This group 
comprises 280 members and comes directly under the Jurisdiction of the ^iOTE 
GUARD cosasander, KSLSTI, Bela* The GUARD is not recruiting new members. Its 
purpose ie purely for defense and present and recruitment is not considered 
necessary. 

In the event of treaaon by a GUARD member, Party proceciire will be to 
imprison the traitor and his family In the Boerzsoeny Mountains. However, up 
to the date of Source's escape, no such instance had occurred. GUARD members 
are also utilized as protection for Is^ortant functionaries at meetings. 
Source's friend, HBRCZffi, Tamas (VRB-2iU testifies that he several times wit- 
nessed the Source bSIng'aecaoipanled and guarded by about 8 armed guards.
